At his late home In Sharpsburg, ot 
paralysis, Rev. Robert Fultou Cald- 
well, ou the morning of the 19th lnst., 
passed from earth to glory after many 
years ot usefulness as a citizen aud 
minister of the Presbyterian church. 
Ho was eighty-six years, five mouths 
and twenty -five days old. At the 
age of seventeen years he united with 
the Presbyterian church at Moore- 
field, and attended college at Dan- 
ville. Had he lived until October 9th 
he would have been in tho ministry 
«lxty-one years. Mr. Caldwell preach- 
ed his last sermon October 10, 1897, 
in Paris, which was his sixtieth an- 
niversary. May 15, 1838, he was mar- 
ried 10 Miss Kachel Comingo, aud to 
them were born six children. Imme- 
dately after his marriage he returned 
to the South, where he had been for 
his health, aud at Coosa county, Ala- 
bama, he organized a church and 
built a bouse, taking part in hewing 
of logs from which it was built, car- 
rying of mortar, aud gave his horse 
to the plasterer for his remuneration. 
In 1839 he preached at Mt. Sterling 
and Springfield, and af.or the church 
at Sharpsburg was built, in 1848, he 
preached at Mt. Sterling and Sharps- 
burg. On January 18, 1864, his first 
wife entered iuto rest, and on April 
5, 1866, he was married to Miss Mary 
Taylor, of Mason couuty. To them 
was bom one child, Miss Sue, 
of Shaipsburg. From 1867 be 
preached seven and one-half years at 
Crawfotdsville, Ind. Returning from 
Indiant he preached four years at 
Olivet, Shelby couuty. Returning to 
Sharps|>urg in April, 1883, hepreach- 

l ed, at tbat place and Moorefield until 
April, 1891, when on aceouut of in- 
firmities he ceased from active labor*. 
During his ministry he performed 441 
marriage ceremonies and baptised 228 
children . 

Funeral service was conducted at 
the Piesbyterian ohurcb, Sharpsburg, 
by paator Rev. F. J. Cheek and Dr. 
H. M. Scudder, of Carlisle, assisted 
by Rev. A. J. Arrick, this city ; J. E. 
Nuunelley, Georgetown ; H. F. Sear- 
cy, pastor Baptist church at Sharps- 
burg, and M. T. Chandler, of the 
Methodist ohurch, after which his re- 

i mains were burled in Crown Hill

Many Onrlirayf 

Since timepieces have come with- 
in the reach of everybody and 
watches are made large enough for 
bicycle bars and email enough for 
the lady's ring it is curiously inter- 
eating to recall some of the old fash- 
ioned ones that served our ancestors 
so well generations ago. Long be- 
fore our time or that of our grand- 
fathers' watobes were made in euoh 
fantastic fashion that it is a marvel 
that their owners managed, to carry 
them about. 

No one seems to know the exact 
date of the first timepieoe, but the 
middle of the fifteenth century 
seems to have been the period when 
"portable clocks" began to appear 
in the different collections of anti- 
quaries there area few specimens of 
the "Nuremberg eggs," or watches 
made in oval shapes and coming 
from the town after which thoy 
were named. -v 

In thoapossession of Lady Fitzger- 
ald of England there was one watch 
which was shaped like an eagle 
which had a small boy on its back. 
This odd ornament was made to hint 
at the story of Jupiter and Gany- 
mede.

THE RAZOR TRADER. 

Batter Buttons* For Um Ex-Barber 1 
Working a "Tint Chair." 

A barber wbo for many years 

connected with one of the big up 
town establishments has lately quit 
the place where he worked »o long 
at the "first cbnir" and has gouo 
into a.littlo business venture of his 
own that is paying him better than 
his trade ever did. The scheme be 
is now operating is an original 
and if business continues to increase 
doubtless others will follow his ex- 
ample The ex-barber not only car- 
ries on his trade in this city, but on 
certain days in the week invades 
Brooklyn and Jersey City. Ho car- 
ries his stook, which consists of a 
dozen or so razors and several hones. 
Some of the razors are new, but 
many of them are old ones which he 
has "touched up," and these are al- 
ways preferred by a knowing bar- 
ber. He enters a shop and starts a 
conversation on razors. This results 
in each barber producing his "pet" 
as well as those that be is getting 
tired of and which be is always 
willing to sell or trade This is the 
ex-barberVopportnnity, and he pro- 
duces his stock. Then he makes a 
dicker, and generally before he 
loaves be trades one of his razors 
for the one the barber is dissatisfied 
with, but the barber always has to 
pay something. The usual price in 
the transaction is from 26 to 50 
cents. Itjjoften happens, too, that 
the barber will take a fancy to.one 
of the new razors, and in such cases 
he exchanges, lyat, ; ol' course pays 
more than if it ■were just a swap. 
Thus this man travels from place to 
place, and sometimes a raaor given 
in exchange down town and pro- 
nounced by its former, owner as no 
good will be exchanged for another 
up town, some barber becoming im- 
pressed while handling it with its 
ring and good looks. 

All barbers have an idea that n 
razor when used too often becomes 
what tbey call "tired, " and tbey be- 
lieve that hones, straps or anything 
else cannot bring it around all right. 
These "tired" razors are the ones on 
which the ex-barber clears hie big 
gest profits, and be gets them for al- 
most a eong. He fixes them up at 
borne nights, and these form the 
bulk of his stock the next day, 
"Tired" razors are peculiar things, 
he says, but if you know how to 
handle tbem t bey only need a n ight 's 
rest. 

This man does not confine himself 
alone to razors, but carries other 
barber's tools about with him 
will sell or swap anything, but there 
must always be a small money con- 
si deration. Frequently a razor swap- 
ped by him finds its way into his 
hands again, and in many cases he 
has swapped ft back to its original 
owner. Of course the old owner rec- 
ognies rt and hesitates to make an 
exchange, but be is sure of bis own 
skill in fixing the razor up and 
leaves it on trial. He says they sel- 
dom fail to prove all right aud on 
his next trip to that shop the barber 
gives another razor and pays the 
difference.— New York Sun.

"The wites of senators moke first 
calls on the wife of the president, 
the wife of the vice president, the 
wi vea of the embassadors, the ladies 
of the supreme court and upon each 
other in the ord«r of the length of 
service of their husbands in the sen- 
ate. The wife of the vice president 
holds receptions on Wednesdays, 
cabinet day, because her husband is 
a member of the preeiderffB cabinet, 
while the day of receiving for sen- 
ators'' wives is Thursday, between 
the hours of 3 and 6 in the afternoon. 
These receptions begin after the 1st 
of January and continue to bo held 
until Lent begins.

Starch forms an important ele- 
ment of human food in every cli- 
mate except the arctic, where fat, to 
which starch is aomev/hat related 

'•himically. tUom lit place. 

la many run; II lu iniper: 
of whot constitutes starchy foods 
prevails. The various preparations 
rvvmhling powdered laundry starch 
«r1 cornstarch, such as arrowroot 
und farina, form but a small part of 
the starch eaten. About one-half 
the bulk of wheat rye, oats, 
and beans 1b starch. Of potatctes 
about one fifth is starch, and of rice 
and corn about three-fourths. 

The digestibility of Btarch is great- 
ly enhanced by proper cooking. As 
a general thing, starchy foods are 
not cooked sufficiently. 

Young ohildren especially suffer 
from insufficiently cooked starchy 
food. Steamed oatmeal and wheat 
preparations should be boiled an 
hour before they are served to chil- 
dren. If fed to ohildren under 3 
years of age ox to those troubled 
with stomach disturbance, they 
should also be strained. When the 
various cereals are used in the groin, 
merely bulled and unpulverized, 
they should be soaked in cold water 
for several hoars and then boiled 
from two to three hours. 

Crackers, In all of which starch is 
the chief ingredient, may be given 
to Children after they are 18 mouths 
old. If eaten between meals, they 
are best taken with milk. 

One reason for the frequent faulty 
digestion of etarcby foods lies in in- 
sufficient mastication. The actual 
digestion of starchy articles should 
begin m tho mouth by a process of 
thorough mastication ; otherwise, 
since starch is not acted upon in the 
stomaoh, tbey remain practically 
unaltered and undigested until they 
have passed from the t'omach into 
the intestine, where (ligation of the 
starchy matter recommences. 

Starchy foods, if imperfectly mas- 
ticated previous to their Introduc- 
tion into the stomach, are liable to 
a partial fermentation, which inter- 
feres with the active digestion of 
other articles of diet 

Starch is demanded by ' he system 
for supplying h*eat and muscular en- 
ergy. Outdoor workers can conse- 
quently utilize a large quantity of 
starchy food. Oatmeal, for example, 
forms an excellent article of every- 
day diet for them, while those whose 
occupations keep them sedentary or 
within doors should partake of It 
sparingly.— Youth's Companion.
